The Farmers' Alliance encampment 


at Mount Gretria, Pennsylvania, is 
largely attended. 
William Benniger 


addressed tbo assemblage in the Penn- 
sylvania Dutch language and advocated 
free coinage, and 20,000 present en- 
dorsed his sentiments. General Weaver 
delivered a speech in which he said the 
situation to-duy is not caused by the 
election of a Democratic administra- 
tion, as that administration is still en- 
forcing .Republican laws and interpret- 
ing those laws aa Harrison did. He 
contended that such a curse could 
not be brought upon the country by a 
mere change of administration, nor was 
it the result of the Sherman act. The 
Uepublicun Hecretary of the treasury 
and the Democratic faecretary of the 
treasury did not comply with the law. 
Both had aided foreign conspirators 
when they had it in their power to pre- 
vent a panic. This was the real cause 
of hard times. At the close of the war 
the people were comparatively free 
from debt, and there was more pros- 
perity then among the farmers of the 
North, in spite of the loss of those near 
and dear to them, than there has been 
at any time since. 


General Weaver gives as the reason 


for this prosperity the immense volume 
of money in circulation, arid contended 
that the financial system which con- 
tracted the currency is responsible for 
the loss of thousands of homes, the 
demoralization of business and the cor- 
ruption of the morals of the people. 
As a result oE the crimes perpetrated 
from 1866 to 1873, when silver was de- 
monetized, British capitalists got con- 
trol of the factories, railroads and 
finances. Scarcity of money is the 
trouble with the country, and when the 
farmers come into power, as they are 
sure to do, Inere will bo more money. 
The farmers will make a dollar that 
will stay at homo; they do not want 
money that will go abroad, and that is 
what is the matter with gold.

The silver men in congress should at 


the very flrot opportunity throw a 
bombshell uuiong the goldbugs in the 
shape of a taritt' bill. 
As it now is 


there is Harter of Ohio, an out-and-out 
free trader, hobnobbing with Beed of 
Maine, an avowed protectionist, and 
forming combinations to defeat free 
coinage and unconditionally repeal the 
Sherman act. Tho men of whom those 
two are prominent examples, told the 
people la&t fall that the lariff was the 
principal issue involved in the presi- 
dential campaign. 
They ignored the 


financial question, one declaring that 
the salvation 
of 
the country de- 


pended upon a reduction of the duties 
on imports, and tho other proclaiming 
that a high taritt was absolutely essen- 
tial to insure prosperity. 
Now the 


free traders and the 
protectionists 


lit tho dictation of European money 
lenders nnd their Wall street agents, 
combine to force the gold standard 
upon the country and impoverish two- 
th'rds of the people. 


Again, there is Lodge o f Massachus- 


etts, tho author of _the force bill, and 
Gorman of Maryland, who exhausted 
all the tactics known to the politician 
and parliamentarism to defeat that 
bill, which waa finally shelved by the 
senators from the western states, in- 
dustriously and harmoniously labor- 
ing together to accomplish the object 
for \\hich congre&s was convened in 
special session—the complete demone- 
tization of silver, though one claims to 
be ii Democrat and the other a Repub- 
lican. 


As the thuvnciallquestion is the great, 


the all-absorbing and by far the most 
important political question of the day, 
it is not probable that a tariff measure 
will divide tho goldbugs, but its intro- 
duction at this time in congress will 
undeceive those who think that Reed 
and Harter, Lodge and Gorman did 
not resort to trickery to keep the silvei 
question in the background in the 
presidential campaign.

turning the purchase of articles of for 
eigu manufacture. Now they say if 
do not adopt the gold standard foreign 
nations will not sell us their products 
As this, if verified, would compel us t 
live upon our own resources and bring 
about the conditions they have been 
contending for, if they were sincere in 
their professions they would do all in 
their power to remonettee silver. 


Hill of New York Defines hl» Position. 


WASHINGTON, August 25.—Vest sent 


to the clerk's desk and had read a com- 
munication from the director of the 
mint giving statistics of the quantity 
of silver bullion purchased since 1878, 
the date of the Bland-Allison act, its 
cost, amount coined, etc. 
Vest sum- 


med up all these figures to show that 
if all the silver dollars and subsidiary 
silver were recomed at a ratio pro- 
posed in his bill (20 to 1), still there 
would be a profit to the treasury on 
the whole silver transaction since 1878 
of $15,250,000.

had not treated the subject fairly.

n the evil hours of 1873 when the 
jouutry unwittingly laid aside the 
inancial policy which had been its 
uide since the foundation of the gov- 
ernment. 


THE CAUSES OF THE STRINGENCY. 


The existing financial disturbance, 
lill found, was attributed to three dis- 
;inct causes: First—It was the natural, 
uevitable result of many years of real 
or fictitious prosperity. Second—Some 
sortion of the present panic could be 
xaced to a concerted effort on the part 
of monometallists to produce it in 
order to discredit silver. Third—But 
no matter what else may have con- 
;nbutecl to the present financial con- 
dition, it would not be denied that the 
silver purchase law had been at least 
.n part and possibly the most largely 
ustrumental in producing existing 
complications. Hill did not believe the 
simple repeal of the Sherman law 
vould at once restore abundant pros- 
perity, but that many years will be 
equired to recover from the present 
li&turbances. 
He compared his own 


ourse is declaring for repeal with the 
>resident's course in failing to refer to 
fc until this late day. He was a bi- 
metallist and stood for free coinage at 
;he proper ratio. 


Had the Sherman law been repealed 


\t tho last session, or in a special ses- 
sion on tho 5th of March, the United 
States would have escaped the present 
janic and precluded the closure of the 
Indian mints. 


THE I'EBMANENT BEMEDY. 


Independent free bimetallic coinage 


u the United States was not consist- 
ent with the counsels of monetary 
science. While repeal would not bring 
a parity it would facilitate it by bring- 
ug that new-fangled monetary theory 
of gold monometallism—begotten in 
;he embraces of ignorance with rapacity 
—at least to the unequivocal crucial 
test. The permanent remedy for our 
financial difficulty was to return to the 
bimetallism that existed prior to 1873. 


Hill favored an increase of national 


bank circulation as proposed in the 
ponding bill. 


Continuing, he said he regarded the 


question of ratio as not timely and as 
of the least consequence; but if changed 
at all it should not be enlarged, but 
diminished to 15^, the Latin Union 
ratio. He should refuse to follow in 
the steps of any administration thai 
sought to place the Democratic party 
in a false position and lead it into the 
very camp of the enemy. 


The president must rely upon Be 


publican votes to carry out any such 
suicidal policy. He did not believe 
however, that such a course would be 
taken by the president by his own 
volition, or even under the inspiration 
of indiscreet advisers, until clearer 
evidence shall be furnished than now 
exists. He deprecated hasty action in 
the formation of a definite flnancia 
plan, and predicted a failure of the 
attempt to impose a gold standard 
upon India. 


Meanwhile the prompt repeal of the 


Sherman law is demanded as a meas 
ure of temporary relief. Let us legis- 
late upon the financial question, said 
Hill, and then return to our homes 
next September. 


Pending the consideration of a per- 


manent system his distinguished col- 
legue and himself would cheerfully 
vote for the repeal bill '-nnawed by 
power and uncorrupted by federal 
patronage." He predicted the passage 
of the bill by the senate and the re- 
public would weather the present 
storm.

High and Low lirozneters.

St. JOSEPH, Mo., August 26.—Jly last 


bulletin gave forecast of the storm 
wave to cross the continent from the 
27th to the 31st, and the next will 
reach the Pacific coast about September 
1st, cross the western mountains by 
the close of thf» 2d, the great central 
valleys from the 3d to the 5th, and the 
eastern states about the 6tb. The warm 
wave will crofes the western mountains 
September 1st, the great central valleys 
about the 3d, and the eastern states 
about the 5th. Th» cool wave will 
cross the weftem mountains about the 
4th, the gr&it central valleys about the 
6th, and the eastern fctates about the 
8th. 


The most important disturbance of

SON SPOT STOBJIS. 


In connection with san spots are 


bright elevated spots called facalse. 
The former are darkest, the latter the 
brightest parts of the sun. Where 
one is found, the other is not far 
away. The spots are depressions, how 
deep is not known, but astronomers 
say not less than 2,000 miles, while the 
facuke are elevations of equal extent. 
My theory > that the faculee are the 
clouds in the storm centers of the sun, 
the low barometer, where the clouds are 
condensed and spouted high into the 
sun's atmosphere, while the spots are 
the high barometers, corresponding to 
our clearing weather. 


In our earth storms, the clouds and 


moistures are drawn to the center of 
the low barometer, where, as they whirl 
around it against the hands of the 
watch, they also are carried upward. 
In storms of great force, as in the 
tornado, the clouds are spouting to 
great hights. 


Cumulus clouds on earth are much 


like faculEB on the sun. The cumulus 
clouds appear in great mountain-like 
heaps, with straight flat bases. Where 
the sun shines on their tops they ap- 
pear like great mountains capped with 
snow. They are always formed in the 
low barometer, and indicate great 
energy, are often 
accompanied by 


severe thunder storms and great down- 
pours of rain. 
Cumulus clouds indi- 


cate that the low barometer is near, 
while the cirrus are seen only near the 
high barometer. The latter are much 
more elevated than the 1'ormer, and on 
the bUQ near the spotP, from the long 
bright torches, also called faoula}. 


HIGH AND LOW BABOilETEBS. 


If you bear in mind that the high 


and low barometers constitutes an in- 
separable pan- through which air and 
moisture circulate, condensed and 
opaque in the low, expanded and trans- 
parent in the high, going up in the 
former and down in the latter, we may 
better understand our earth storms and 
the sun spots. 


The names high and low barometers 


are misnomers, and convey a wrong 
idea. It was formerly supposed that a 
rise of air increased the weight of the 
atmosphere, therefor because of this 
supposed atmospheric ridge or wave, it 
was called the high barometer. This is 
now known to be a mistake. It is not 
a deep or high wave of atmosphere that 
causes the increased weight, but a 
down-pouring column of air, and con- 
sequently the high barometer is a de- 
pression, and the low barometer an 
elevation, exactly contrary to what 
their names imply. The high barometer 
on the sun would cause a depression 
and a dark spot, while the low would 
cause an elevation and light spots, sll 
of which agree with the facts as de- 
termined by the astronomers. 


The terms high and low barometers 


as applied to instruments, have a differ- 
ent meaning as compared with atmos- 
pheric barometers. In the instrument 
where the mercury runs down it is 
called a low, and when it runs up in the 
tube a high barometer. 


A hollow, flexible bulb, from which 


the air has been exhausted, is filled 
with mercury, one of the heaviest of 
metals. A small tube extends above 
the bulb, and as the atmosphere be- 
comes heavier, the bulb is compressed 
and this forces the mercury higher in 
the tube, indicating a higher barometer, 
a heavier atmosphere, or in reality a 
greater pressure of the atmosphere, 
caused by its momentum downward as 
it falls downward to the earth from 
great heights. 


The instrumental low barometer is 


the reverse of all this. The atmosphere 
rises, is lifted upward by the electric 
currents, which are the moving forces 
of all those atmospheric changes, and as 
the air rises it consequently presses 
with less force on the barometer's 
bnlb, the latter expands, the mercury 
runs down in the tube,and this is called 
the low barometer. 


The anamoly in all this is in the fact 


that the deep atmosphere, the mount- 
ain or ridge of atmosphere and cloud, 
is over the low barometer, and the 
trough, depression, or hole in the 
atmosphere is over the high barometer, 
all of which constitute a contradiction 
between facts and terms that is quite 
liable to mislead the amateur meteor- 
ologist, and throw many perplexing 
difficulties in * the way of understand- 
ing the terms high and low barometer 
as applied to the instruments in one 
case, and the state and conditions ol 
the atmosphere in the other.

HULES AND CONDITIONS. 


Races begin at 1 o'clock sharp j>. u. 
Dial clock indicates the time each ra.'C 
tarts. 
Thirty minutes between races. 
Signals—Bell call denotes to saddle. Uuglo 
calls the horses to post. 


The bugle call will be precisely live minutes 
after the saddle cull. 


Owners, trainers, jockejs or others having 
care of the animal, that do not send the horse 
out promptly at post signal will be fined. 


Nominations to all stahes must be made to 
the Secretary on or before the 1st day of 
September, 1898. 


Entries for the running purses must bo 
mudo two days preceding the race, before 0 
o'clock i', M. 


Those who have nominated in stakes must 
name to the Secretary in writing which they 
will start the day betoro the race at 0 v. M. 


Horses entered in purses can only be drawn 
by consent of the judges. 


In making entries for purse races, the 
name, age and sex of the horse, and the 
weight and colors of the rider must be given. 
After a horse has run once at the meeting 
the name of the horse, with tho weight to bo 
carried at the race is sufficient. 


In purses and stakes, three horses of differ- 
ent interests to enter and start or tho race 
may be declared off by the executive com- 
mittee. 


In all free for all running races, except 


handicaps, and where other stipulated con- 
ditions do not conflict with thix rule, all 
horses that have not won before September 
1st, 
will be allowed ten pounds, nnd all horses 
that have won prior to September 1st shall 
carry live pounds over scale weight. 


Ten per cent, entrance to all races unless 
the conditions otherwise stipulate, and must 
be paid prior to weighing the jockey out. 


Where there is more than ono entry by one 
person, or in ono interest, tho particular 
lorse they are t« start must bo named by U 
i>. M. of tho day preceding tbe race. 


No added money paid for a walk-owr. 
Entries to all Trotting and Pacing races 
close September 1st with the Secretary. 


All Trotting and Pacing purses divided at 
the rate of 80, 30 and 10 per cent, 


All Trotting and Pacing races ttr« the best 
three in live, unless otherwise specified; five 
or more to enter and three or more to start, 
but the Board reserves the right to hold u 
less number than five to fill, by the with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of th« 
purse, which shall be divided pro rata. 


In all two in three races horses not winning 
one heat in two must go to the stable; and in 
all three In five races horses not winning one 
heat in three must go to the stable. 


The Board reserves the right to trot heats 
of any two classes alternately if necessary to 
finish any day's racing, or to trot a special 
race between heats. 


When less than the required number of 
starters appear they may contest for the 
entrance money, to be divided a» follows 
66% to the first and &/3 to the second. 


In dividing purses no horse shall receive 
more than one money. 


At tbe discretion of tbe Board, and without 
notice, the entries of any person may be re- 
fused. 


Every person subscribing to a sweepstake, 


or entering a horse In a. running race, under 
these conditions, accents tbe decision of the 
tJoard of Directors on any question relating 
to a race or racing. 


National Trotting Association rule* to 
rovern trotting races. Pacific Coast Blood 
Jorae Association rules to govern all runninir 
races where they do not conflict with these 
conditions.
